Behind several large panes 
of plate glass in the Roose- 
velt Center, there lies a 
Greenbelt institution. The 
smell of frying burgers em- 
anates from it, and the bril- 
liant orange of the seats 
and floor beckons . . . come, 
come to “Generous Joe’s.” 

Generous Joe’s, “The Fill Your 
Belly Deli,” is the current in- 
carnation of a Greenbelt tradi- 
“Golden 


Joe’s” and then for a _ while 
(less imaginatively) as “Green- 
belt Carry-Out,” the litle pizza 
and burger shop has proved its 
staying power by being the only 
business, ane than the Co-op 


tion. Onee known as 


survived in the Center since I 


was a kid. 


We could trace the history of 
this institution back to a Sicilian 
Italian immigrant who made his 
living on the streetcars of 
Georgetown, He had a son named 
Joe who was inclined towards 
the food business. Joe Natoli 
started cut with a grocery store 
in Washington, then moved to 
Hyattsville, and finally came to 
Old Greenbelt, where he bought 
a store in Greenbelt Center in 
1966. Why and when Joe became 
“Golden,” I don’t know (maybe 
he thought pizza was the road 
to riches), but he dubbed the 
little shop Golden Joe’s. 


Though Golden Joe 
works in the store nowaday, peo- 
ple still tell stories of his out- 
going and playful personality, 
which included singing opera for 
the customers, performing prat- 
falls when entering doorways 
and in general being such a 





Karly Times in Greenbelt 


This is the third article in a three-part series about 
Greenbelt’s history, featuring remembrances collected from 
original residents by Dorothy Lauber, currently Greenbelt 


City Clerk. Former City Manager James K. Giese pre- 


sented excerpts from these reminiscences at a recent lecture 
at the Greenbelt Library, sponsored by the Prince Georges 


County Historical Society. 


In this final article, children 
of the first families tell us what 
growing up was like in the new 
planned town of Greenbelt, back 
in the days when kids competed 
in soapbox derbies, and earned 
ten cents for every iar of Japa- 


nese beetles they brought ‘lown 
to the police department. 


Dorma Ashley Dealing 

Many heads of families were 
government workers—insuring 
stable but not high income. All 
were single income families. My 
father was an enlisted man iv 
the U.S. Marine Corps. 

Greenbelt was planned with 
ehildren in mind. Plenty of play- 
grounds and underpasses for 
trafific safety. Money was scarce 
in every household — remember 
the depression—but we roller 
skated, played all types of ball, 
-and enjoyed the social hall lo- 
cated behind the service station, 
dancing to records and playing 
ping pong. 


Patricia Dunbar Gray 
Among other things I remem- 
ber: when they opened the Teen 
Center—how exciting it was to 
have our own place to ge. I 
remember the long lines on Sat- 
urday morning for the movies, 


when we could get in for 13e and 


stay all day, and still have money 
left over to buy 5¢ worth of 
candy. I remember, along with 
mostly boys, working down at 
the Center co-op store carrying 
groceries in my little red wagon 
—sometimes all the way to New 
Greenbelt—for 25c. 


I remember the yellow beetle 
cans that were put in everyone's 


seldom. 
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combination of Joe’s personality, 
low prices, and maybe the fact 
oe the shop was the only place 

eat in Greenbelt, led to the 
aoe quickly becoming a popu- 
lar hangout for locals. Joe’s pizza 
and subs became standard Green- 
belt fare. 


Though the shop was small, 
feeding Greenbelt was not a job 
that could be accomplished alone. 
In true Old-World family busi- 
ness style, miany members of 
the Natoli family helped to make 
the business a success. Mrs. Na- 
toli (Joe’s wife), his son Joe Jr. 
and his daughter, aunts, uncles, 


cousins and their spouses, all 


took their turns in staffing the 
shop. 


Being a part of and absorbing 
all this pizza activity wag little 
Joe Jr., who was eight when the 
shop opened. Joe is now 35, dark- 
haired and bearded, with a 
twinkle in his eye behind his 
glasses. He told me he never 


yard to help dispose of the Japa- 
nese beetles that were overrun- 
ning the town. In fact, if one 
collected a quart jar of beetles 
and took them ‘down to the town 
Police Station, they would pay 
you 10c. I remember the won- 
derful affairs held at ‘the lake 
on the 4th of July or Memorial 
Day and the huge displays of 
fireworks every year. Of course, 


how could one forget our town 


dentist, Dr. MecCarl, and the 
town doctor, Dr. Eisner, or the 
town barber in the Center, who 
at one time was the Presidential 
Barber for President Roosevelt. 


There was always something 
going on, be it a square dance 
in the street, a swim meet, or 
lessons at the pool, where my 
brother, Paul, was a lifeguard, 
things that gave me every ex- 
perience im life that a child 
should have.

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Fire Guts Greenbelt House

A raging fire swiftly gutted the home of Janice G. 
Davis at 7315 Morrison Drive early Wednesday morning. 
While getting dressed for work, Davis went to the base- 


ment door, opened it and was blasted by heat. She slammed 


the door, threw on some clothes and ran next door to 


call 911. 


Prince Georges County Fire 
Department officials estimate the 
damage t o the structure at 
$100,000 and $50,000 for the con- 
tents, according to fire depart- 
ment spokesperson Pete Piring- 
er. The cause of the fire, which 
began in the basement, is under 
investigation. 


Four fire companies responded 
to the 7:15 call — Greenbelt and 
West Lanham Hills #2 were first 
to arrive on the scene, followed 
by Berwyn Heights and Branch- 
ville. Greenbelt’s Chief, John R. 
Wynkoop, the commanding offic- 
er, called in a second alarm 
when the saw the heavy fire and 
smoke. Companies were then 
sent from Riverdale Heights, 
West Lanham #1, College Park 
and Glenn Dale, More than 60 
firefighters batted 25 minutes to 
extinguish the fire.

= had slipped on ae ice while pul- 


ling a hose and twisted ‘his knee, 
Piringer said. The firefighter 
continued to work until there 
were enough others on the scene 
so that he tould be relieved. The 
sub-freezing temperature added 
to the difficulty of the task. Drop- 
lets of water collected on the 


coats and boots of the men and 
froze, making them crusty, said 
Piringer and there was ice un- 
derfoot. 

One problem tthe fire depart- 
ment did not have was low water 
pressure. Water line breaks dur- 
ing the past 10 days around the 
Metropolitan area including sev- 
eral in Prince Georges County 
had concerned fire department 
officials. Piringer said the water 
pressure for fighting this fire 
was “not a problem.” 

Davis is a workman’s comp- 
ensation specialist for the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Tran- 
sit Authority and has lived in 
the thouse for three years. A 
housemate had left earlier for 
work and was not in the ‘house 
at the time of the fire. 

“Friends and welatives came to 
her rescue,” Dorothy Bowman, 
Davis’ aunt, told the News Re- 
view, “She is eternally grateful 
for their help and that she twas 
not hurt.” She is staying with 


relatives who were helping to 


salvage a few things from the 
house — sheets and pots and 
pans from the kitchen that were 
biackened from fire and smoke, 
but may eome clean.

Council Okays Wetland Plan, 


Hearing on Trails Proposal

Wetlands destroyed in Greenbelt East will be replaced 
with manmade wetlands in the west under a proposal ap- 
proved by the three-member Greenbelt City Council on De- 
cember 13. Councilmembers Thomas White and Edward 
Putens were not present. In other actions, council scheduled 
a hearing on the Trails Master Plan and discussed staffing 


at the fitness center. 


Wetlands Mitigation 

Council unanimously accepted 
a favorable review by the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board, 
approved a staff recommenda- 
tion that the former Springhill 
Lake golf course be used as the 
primary mitigation site for the 
acre of wetlands that will 
be disturbed in ‘constructing 
Greenbrook Lake at Schrom Hills 
Park. The city’s consulting en- 
gineers have found that the area 
adjacent to the lake, previously 
considered for a mitigation area, 
is not suitable. The golf course 
property is the grassy area near 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, along Cherrywood Lane 
opposite the Metro station ac- 
cess road. 

The engineers examined five 
other sites and found only the 
golf course property to he suit- 
able. Brian Sullivan of Green- 
man, Pedersen, Inc. said that the 
site is large enough for the twe 
acres of artificial wetlands re- 


quired to replace the one acre 
of wetlands destroyed by the 
lake. For best results, the state 
looks for some evidence of wet- 
lands previously existing on th2 
site, and property that is in or 
adjacent to wetlands or flood- 
plain. For practical reasons, the 
site must be accessible to heavy. 
construction equipment. 

Sullivan said that there are 
wetlands around the perimeter 
of the Springhill Lake site, as 
well as a stream that can be 
diverted to provide a source of 
water to the wetlands. He esti- 
mated that the area would be 
wooded in 10-15 years, but would 
not be a recreation area — it 
would be “wet and mucky,” and 
frequently flooded. 

Director of Planning and Com- 
muyity Development Celia Wil- 
son said that the county govern- 
ment is committed to paying for 
the entire Greenbrook Lake 
project, including the cost of

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County Purchases Glenn Dale 
Hospital Site from District

Prince Georges County Executive Parris Glendening 
on December 28 presented a check to Washington, D.C. 
Mavor Sharon Pratt Kelly for the 216-acre Glenn Dale 
Hospital property. “This is a win-win situation for all par- 
ties. . The city receives $4,105,664) in needed funds and 
the County has preserved a beautiful tract of open space 
for our citizens.” A pleased Mayor Kelly said the proceeds 


will go into the general fund. 


Opened as a tuberculosis treat- 
ment center in the 1930's, the 
hospital treated its last patient 
in 1972 and finally closed im 
1980. Located five miles from 
Greenbelt in the northeast corner 
of the intersection of Glenn Dale 
Road and Route 450, the prime 
real estate site will be turned 
over to Prince Georges County 
after the D.C. Council approves 
the transaction. 


“It looks like we’re there, but 

m keeping my fingers cross- 
ed,” said Prince Georges County 
Councilman Ridhard Oastaldi. 

Glendening gave special thanks 
to U.S. Congressman Steny Hoy- 
er for clarifying the title of the 
property. Hoyer was responsible 
for obtaining Congressional ap- 
proval in transferring the title 
from the Federal to the District 
government, which then allowed 
the District to sell the property 
to Prince Georges County. Hoyer 
was also instrumental in nego- 
tiations between District and 
County officials on the issue of 
the purchase. 

Money for the hospital tract 
will come from funds set aside 
by the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commuis- 
sion (M-NCPPC) for open space 
and parklands. Glendening ob- 
served, “This property is located 
in a beautiful part of the Coun- 
ty. The 216-acre tract’ will  be- 
come a wonderful community re- 
source.” 

Tract May Become Park 

Although a retirement com- 
munity has been mentioned as 
a potential use for a smal! por- 
tion of the property, the tract 
is envisioned to be used primar- 
ily as open space. At a later 
date, it may become a park. In 
a press release Glendening 
states: “If any portion of the 
- property is subsequently devel- 
oped, the District of Columbia 
has assurance that it will share 
in the proceeds of such develop- 
ment. Any use of the property, 
however, would have ‘to meet the 
needs and concerns of the imme- 
diate community.”

Castaldi told the News Review 
thiait over the years negotiations 
with the District of Columbia to 
purchase the property have been 
“long and hard.” He noted that 
officials in the “financially strap- 
ped city were trying to get the 
best deal for the land transfer.” 
Apparently the decision by Mayor 
Kelly to sell the property was 
based on the fact that zoning 
regulations would have prevent- 
ed the highest use of the prop- 
erty. 

Casitaldi felt that Kelly was 
influenced by the District Coun- 
cil’s recent approval of the Glenn 
Dale, Lanham and Seabrook 
Master Plan and Sectional Map 
Amendment, which. the said, “set 
the tone for low-density develop- 
ment in the area.” 

Kelly’s press release noted 
that “the District will seek ‘in- 
dependent appraisals to further 
their original estimates. If there 
are ‘diserepancies found .. . ap- 
propriate price adjustments wil! 
be made.”

against the District the follow- 
ing year, argued that the District 
could not control the property 
since it was no longer being used 
for the purpose Congress had 
authorized, that is, as a hospital. 

The U.S. District Court for 
Maryland, and later the U-S. 
Court of Appeals, agreed with 
the District that it had control 
of the property. However, the 
United States still owned the 
property. To address thig confus- 
ing situation, Congressman Hoy- 
er secured Congressional approv- 
al in transferring the title from 
the Federal to the District gov- 
ernment, which then allowed the 
District to sell the property to 
the County. 

As part of a package of ob- 
bligations assured by the M-NCP- 
PC, the County parks division is 
responsible for the annual cost 
of securing and maintaining the 
old hespital site. M-NCPPC park 
police provide gecurity patrols.

thought he’d take over the busi- 
ness, but family ties are strong. 
I asked him what he did at the 
age of eight at the shop. “Prob- 
ably made messes in the back,” 

was the answer. More detail than 
that was hard to get out of Na- 
toli, who is not a big talker. 
Around age 12 he started to fry 
burgers, in between “having a 
good time” at Mary Bethune 
Junior High School. I asked if 
they ever had a problem with 
child labor laws. He said his dad 
would have called it “babysit- 
ting.”

I still remember how clean and 
new everything looked. Also, how 
we were really in the country. 


(Karly in the summer of 38, a 
documentary film group arrived 
in town to shoot part of the 
film, “The City.” Although the 
town of Greenbelt was only a 
small part of this picture, the 
erew under Willard Van Dyke 


spent almost the entire summer 
shooting Greenbelt scenes. 


The filming required many 
participants and since Van Dyke 
was paying 25c a day and an 
ice cream soda at the end of a 
day’s shooting, he had lots of 
volunteers. We held reflectors, 
carried camera equipment as well 
as appearing in the movie. A few 
of us were picked to be in a 
sequence of seenes during the 
summer, We had to wear the 
same clothes whenever we were 
used. As the summer was coming 
to an end, the Greenbelt High 
School opened for the first time. 
Roger Barlow, the cameraman on 
the Greenbelt filming, showed up 
one September afternoon and 
persuaded Principal Roland 
Sliker to excuse me so he could 
make some retakes.

Lung Assoc. Urges 
Testing for Radon 


The American Lung Associa- 
tion of Maryland urges home- 
owners to test their homes for 
radon, the second leading cause 
of lung cancer. The ALAM is 
mounting a campaign to inform 
individuals of the health risks 
of this indoor environmental pol- 
lutant as well as to make it 
easy to test their homes. 


Radon is a colorless, odorless, 
and tasteless radioactive gas 
caused by the natural decay of 
uranium, which is present in 
most rock and soil. It enters 
buildings through cracks in walls 
or foundations and is found im 
all types of homes. The EPA 
estimates that one cut of every 
five homes in Maryland may 
have an unhealthy level of radon. 


Radon gas contains radioactive 
particles that may get trapped 
in the lungs. These particles re- 
lease small bursts of energy that 
may damage lung tissue and Jead 
to lung cancer. Radon is esti- 
mated to cause as many as 14,000 
eancer deaths per year. The risk 
of getting lung cancer from ra- 
don exposure is especially high 
for smokers,

homeowners may purchase a do-

Trails Plan 

A public hearing on the pro- 
posed Trails Master Plan was 
scheduled for Tuesday, January 
18 in Hunting Ridge Community 
Center. While council had earlier 
discussed holding two hearings, 
the members present decided to 
determine whether a second hear- 
ing is necessary after observing 
the turnout at the first hearing. 

Fitness Center 

The Senior Citizens Task 
Force had petitioned council for 
a full time attendant at the 
fitness center. At present, the 
facility is only staffed from 8 
to 10:30 p.m. Monday to Friday 
and 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. on week- 
ends. City Manager Donald 
Hobbs said that providing this 
level of staffing cost $5,000 more 
than council had budgeted and 
opposed increasing staffing. He 
said that full-time staffing would 
cost $35,140 per year, compared 
with the current staff cost of 
$15,500. While the amount saved 
may seem small, Hobbs reported 
that it exceeds the net budget 
balance projected in the city’s 
five-year forecast. 

Council deferred action on this 
item and directed staff to look 
into council member Rodney 
Roberts’ suggestion to recruit 
volunteers to work in exchange 
for passes to the fitness center.

Taxpayers may receive a dif- 
ferent booklet than they filed 
last year. For example, someone 
who filed Form 1040, but who 
could have filed the 1040A, will 
receive the shorter form.

~ parers for their 1992 returns, 
will only receive a posteard with 
their preprinted label. 


_ There are some tax changes 
for 1993. Most notably, there 
have been increases in the earn- 
ed income credit, personal ex- 
emption and standard deductions. 
In addition, higher income tax- 
payers will face two new brack- 
ets, 36% and 39.6%. Lower jin- 
come residents may find they do 
not owe tax, as the minimum 
income for filing has also in- 
creased.

Recycling cardboard and paper 
board has become so popular 
at Buddy Attick Park that the 
Public Works Department has re- 
arranged the receptacles to col-- 
lect 25 percent more cardboard!!!
